3. SECOND DELEGATION WAS LED BY DEPUTY SPEAKER OF OKINAWA PREFECTURAL 
ASSEMBLY FURUGEN ( IN ABSENCE OF SPEAKER WHO WAS IN TOKYO) AND INCLUDED 

REPS OF OSMP. JCP. JSP AND REFORMIST CLUB. OLDP MEMBER NAME WAS 
LISTED BUT CROSSED OUT. SPOKESMAN FURUGEN (JCP ASSEMBLY MEMBER) 
COMCENTRATED ON INCONVENIENCE AND DANGER TO PEOPLE CAUSED BY EXERCISE 
AND NOTED THAT PREFECTURAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION AGAINST EXERCISE 
PASSED MARCH 29, 1974 AND SENT TO GOJ AND U. S. MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS
